Critical Stage of the War. 
Mr. Chamberlain then began his speech.

He admitted that a critical stage of the war 


had been reached, and that the situation was 
undoubtedly serious, though, he added, he 


did not believe the country was in danger. 


He refused to discuss the South African 
committee and briefly summarized the nego- 


tiations with the Transvaal, pointing out. 


that the issues between the Boers and Brit- 


ish were real and great and inherent in the 
difference between the Boer and British 
civilizations. It the preparation for war 
were insufficient, he continued, it was wholly 


due to the fact that the government was de- 
termined. to do everything to secure peace 


and to do nothing to endanger it. 


Mr. Chamberlain further declared that

“We have suffered checks, * A

In addition it would be first 
necessary to pay the costs, interest on 
bonds, or mo ‘borrowed and used in the 
construction 6f such water works and the 
running expenses thereof, as stated im the 
legislative act of April 15, 1873, regarding 
the water works in ¢ities, before’any sur- 
plus could be used for other purposes. 
Controller’s Estimates. 

Controller Kerfoot sent in his estimates 
tor the annual appropriation bill, which 
were sent to the Finance committee. The 
Controller explains that he has made his es- 
timates of the income of the city from taxa- 
tion on the basis of 2 peg. cent of the assess- 
ment instead of the 1.62 allowed in the recent 
tax levy, or $5,616,385, which will be the 
actual income of the city from the tax levy 
as now fixed. The reason for this, however, 
is found in the fact that this income is esti- 
mated for next year and the proposition is 
that under the decision in the Stuckart case 
the city will then be allowed its full 2 per 
cent of the tax levy. Itis explained that the 
city will not spend all this 2 per cent, but 
save enough to be able to prorate down so 
that the total tax levy shall not be over 6

LIMIT. ON LOAN ASSOCIATIONS. 


Judge Windes Rules They Cannot As- 
sume the Offices of a Savings f 

Building and loan associations cannot as- 
sume and exercise the offices of a savings 
bank, according to a decision handed down 
in the Appellate Court yesterday morning 
by Judge Windes. The opinion was rendered 
in the case of Kriete vs. The Christopher 
Columbus Building and Loan Association. ~ 
In 1897 the Secretary of this association 
disappeared, and it was discovered that there 


were almost exclusively of the Polish resi- 
dents of the city, and the discovery caused 
much excitement among those people. Upon 
application a receiver was appointed in the 
Superior Court. Shortly after a petition was 
filed by Kriete and others showing that they 
had deposited over $16,000 with the associa- 
tion, After hearing the case Judge Ball en- 
tered a decree directing that the depositors 
be paid 25 per cent of their claims out of the 
proceeds of the sale of the assets that should 
come into the hands of the receiver#which 
amount was paid. The stockholders, es- 
pecially those whose stock had matured, 
then appealed the case. 

Judge Windes, in the opinion of the Appel- 
late Court, reverses the lower court so far 
as its decision relates to the depositors, and 
holds that the depositors have no right to 
be repaid out of the assets of the association; 
that in accepting deposits the association 
exceeded its corporate powers, and that, 
even if it appeared that it received and used 
the moneys of the depositors, it was not 
estopped from setting up a plea of ultra 
vires. The court also held that the depos- 
itors had constructive notice that the asso- 
ciation had no power under its charter to ac- 
cept deposits, 

In the opinion of attorneys connected with 
the case, this decision, in its effect, will pre- 
vent the building and loan associations of 
the State of Illinois from receiving deposits 
either im the guise of advanced payments, 
stock, or otherwise, and that their powers 
will be Confined to a strictly legitimate 
building and loan business.

THE SHIPPING SUBSIDY BILL. 
There are printed elsewhere in today’s 


The professed object of the Hanna- 


gress is appropriating millions to deepen 
the ship channel in New York harbor. 
Mr. Tomkins has his doubts whether 
the taxpayers would get back much of 
the money it is proposed to pay out in 
subsidies, either through lower freight 
rates or higher wages to seamen. He is 
certain that some favored ship owners 
would get millions of dollars. He gives 
the data which prove that the Interna- 
tional Navigation company alone would get 
nearly two and a half million dollars a year. 
But that company is already enjoying a 
liberal’ government allowance. During the 
year ending on June 30 last it was paid 
$485,673 for carrying the mails. The 
Cunard company, though carrying letter 
mails of twice the weight and newspaper 
mails exdeeding by one-third the weight 
of those carried by the International Navi- 
gation company, got only $183,597. The 
White Star line got only $61,873. 

The mail money received by the Inter- 
national Navigation company, apparently 
earndd entirely by its Southampton service, 
was 4.85 per cent upon the capital of 
the company, which is assumed to be $10,- 
000,000. This return, added to the earn- 
ings on freight and passenger business, | 
should be deemed sufficient by the re- 
cipients. It is not, however. Subsidies are 
asked for equal to 24 percent on a capital | 
of 810,000,000 ; 

Such an impudent request is pressed on 
Congress by an importunate lobby because 
the interests which control the Interna- 
tional Navigation company have no sense 
of shaine or of moderation. Mr. Clement 
Griscom, the President, is one of the di- 
rectors of the Pennsylvania railroad. He 
is also one of the directors of the Na- 
tional Transit company, a concern which is 
the mere creature and property of the 
Standard Oil company. It attends to the 
oil-distributing business of the latter. There 
is a triple alliance, composed of the In- 
ternational Navigation company, the 
Standard Oil company, and the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad, each unscrupulous and each 
rapacious, joined together for the purpose 
of plunging their arms into the federal 
Treasury up to the shoulder... 

The Hanna-Payne subsidy bill is their 
bill. The Congressman who votes for it 
votes to pay them millions out of the na- 
tional Treasury, not to benefit American 
trade or American seamen, but to benefit 
the stockholders in those corporations. 
These payments under the bill are to be 
made for twenty years. It is provided that 
the term may be lengthened, but not,short- 
ened. The amount of the subsidies may he 
‘Increased, but not decreased. What Con- 
gressman, after voting for this measure, 
can defend it before his constituents?

CHICAGO'S MUSICAL TASTES. 
Henry T. Finck of New York discusses 
the operatic situation in an article in the 
International Monthly, opening it with a 
sweeping condenination of Chicago be- 
cause of this city’s indifference to Mr. 
Grau's repertory last autumn. Because 
Mr. Grau has lost money in Chicago Mr. 
Finck concludes that “the populace of Chi- 
cago, like that of most of our cities, does 
not care to support good music, for the 


pleasure.” He especially takes the Ger- 
mans of Chicago to task for neglect of cul- 
ture, and concludes in general that the city 
lacks musical taste. 

It boots nothing to tell so superior a critic 
about the Chicago Orchestra, for he dis- 
counts this by a reference to the excess of 
expenses over receipts. The fact that the 
deficit has been annually decreasing. de- 
spite Mr. Gran’s experiences would count 
for nothing with Mr. Finck. The fact that 
a stock company in this city has had a 
steady patronage for the production of the 
lighter and more melodic operas throughout 
the last year would only confirm the critic’s 
verdict that Chicago does not care for good 
music. In Mr. Finck’s estimation any city 
that will not pay $5,00@ a night to hear 
Wagnerian opera is hopelessly without cul- 
ture, Chicago should not complain at this 
verdict, for, by the same token, Boston 
likewise belongs to the lower strata of 
society.” Mr. Finck bewalls the fact that 
Boston recently contributed an audience of 
only 900 to hear “ Siegfried,” while the 
Kneisel Quartet attracted the same number 
on the same evening. The smaller cities 
are even more uncultured than Boston and 
Chicago, There remains only the logical 
conclusion that the culture of the nation 
is confined solely to New York. Mr. Finck 
modestly admits as much. 

What he does not admit or mention is the 
tact that New York itself is increasingly 
indifferent to the grand opera. According 
to Mr. Finck’s criterion, culture must be 
dying even in New York. The patrons are 
grumbling over the perpetual round of the 
same old operas, over the lack of rehearsal,

TAYLOR SHOULD NOT BACK DOWN. 
Governor Roosevelt, in an interview pub- 
lished in Tun Stwpay Tatum, said it is 
his belief that Mr. Taylor is Governor of 
Kentucky “ by every principle of law and 
equity.”

Our ocean commerce at least is open to 
free competition, and why should we desire 
to produce conditions by means of which 
favored steamship lines may be placed in 
a position to enter into a like conspiracy 
regarding it? Congress has recently author- 
ized the expenditure of several millions of 
dollars for the purpose of deepening the ship 
channel in New York harbor. Are we war- 
ranted in asking for a further bounty for the 
purpose of excluding certain kinds of ships 
from the port of New York through the 
instrumentality of a discriminating bounty? 
It is certain that such a bill would take 
millions of dollars from the taxpayers and 
distribute them among certain ship-owners, 
It is not certain that any considerable por- 
tion of this amount would, through lower 
freight rates or higher wages to seamen or 
shipbuilders, get back to those who con- 
tributed to the subsidy fund. It is now gen- 
erally conceded that we can build ships 
as cheaply as any other nation, and are we 
not destined, with or without bounties, to be- 
come the greatest maritime nation of the 
future, and this even in spite of our absurd 
and antiquated navigation laws? At the 
Lotos club the other evening Mr. Carnegie 
made a declaration to this effect, and his 
relation to the iron business of the country 
certainly places him in position to be a com- 
petent judge. 
The provisions of the bili are loosely drawn 
and indefinite to a degree, and it would seem 
to me to be inexpedient and detrimental 
to the dignity and influence of this body to 
in any way sanction this proposed measure, 
at least until such time as the details of the 
bill shall have been carefully and finally de- 
termined upon. The bill is so drawn that 
Congress can amend the act only by extend- 
ing the time or increasing the amount of 
bounties—it cannot reduce either. We should 
certainly be sure that public policy is served 
by such a contract before acceding to it. 
In view of the importance of the interest in- 
volved I think the committee’s report 
should be printed and sent to the members 
ef the chamber, and that action should be 
deferred until a subsequent meeting. , 
As instances of the possible danger of 
mistakes arising, it is to be noted that many 
of the supposed obligations of ship-owners, 
as noted in the bill, are nominal, and prac- 
tically do not exist. Thus: Apparently 
one-fourth of crew shall be Americans,“ 
but this provision is nullified by the next 
paragraph, which reads, unless the stated 


proportion of an American crew cannot be 


reasonably obtained.“ 

No adequate test of ownership of foreign- 
built vessels is provided for, and apparently 
temporary American ownership is all that is 
necessary to obtain bounty.
